Rea ding a pa per before the America n Philosophica l So- 
eiety a t Phila delphia , Dr. Crile decla red tha t ma n seem s to 
be funda m enta lly a sort of g lorified stora g e battery . 
Ah 
fong as the ba ttery rema ins cha rg ed, the ma chinery ca n 
function, a nd the individua l ca n ca rry on his da ily work, 
whether th e job be writing poetry or pla y ing professiona l 
ba seba ll. 
W hen the ba ttery runs down, however, the da ily 
work ha s to be g iven up; the man dies. 
A ppa rently the old expression, “ the vita l spa rk,” is a 
g ood one. 
If our clever scientists a re g oing to keep on d e­ 
monstra ting tha t we a re kin to the cra ckling of an electrica l 
g enera tor, ra ther tha n to the sta rs and the wind as we used 
to think, w e would do w ell to keep tha t expression in reg u­ 
lar use. 
Dr. Crile’s resea rches are 
extrem ely 
interesting , 
and 
there is no doubt tha t they add immensely to the store of 
huma n know ledg e. 
Y et it would be a mista ke to suppose 
tha t they rea lly clea r up the funda m enta l my stery . 
Life m a y be a m a tter of electricity , as Dr. ('rile sug g ests; 
but w ha t scientist will a rise now to tell us w ha t electricity 
is? 
W e ha ve only excha ng ed one my stery for another. 
During the la st century ma nkind has found out a g rea t 
dea l a bout itself a nd a bout the world it inha bits.. It ha s dis­ 
pelled the old fa bles by which primitive men soug ht to in­ 
terpret the puzzles o f existence, and has substituted for 
them a series of far less interesting formula s and equations. 
But it is rea lly no nea rer the root of the ma tter tha n it wa s 
before. 
The a ncient A ztecs believed tha t the crea tor of the world 
m a de a set of cla y figures, blew life into them with his nos­ 
trils, and sent them forth to inha bit the w orld— which, by 
the w a y , he ha d tra m pled into sha pe with his feet. 
The m odern scientist believes tha t man is a very com ­ 
plica ted sort of stora g e ba ttery , moving a bout on a speck of 
cosmic dust as long a s his cha rg e of electricity lasts. 
Both conceptions a re interesting . 
Neither one clea rs up

guilty as Mrs. Dennett, but the sug­

It is a crime to prevent them 
from getting it. 
“Nine-tenths of the blindness, half 
of the insanity , three-fourths of the 
troubles necessitating womens’ oper­ 
ations are caused by veneral diseases, 
m any of them innocently acq uired. 
“You can go to any library and 
get knowledge about agriculture dis­ 
eases such as the corn borer, the 
.boll 
weevil, but y ou cannot 
learn 
any thing about sex , or its dangers. 
“I am not in favor of general dis­ 
tribution of birth control inform a­ 
tion. 
It might do more harm than 
good. 
But every phy sician should be 
able to get the information through 
the mails. 
“There is no reason 
for keeping 
general sex 
knowledge away 
from 
any one. 
It is more im portant for 
y oung boy s and girls to learn about 
sex 
th an it is 
for them to 
learn 
geography or history .”
